Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the Invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or In public 
use or on sale In this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claim 7-12, 15-17, 21-24, and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Kumar et a! (US 5,691,625). 

Re claims 7-12, 15-17, 21-24, and 26, the reference of Kumar et al discloses a system 
for determining rotor position of n-phase alternator driven by an inverter uses as inputs the 
stator terminal voltages with respect to the negative power bus, which are already also provided 
as inputs to the inverter, and provides as outputs simulated rotor positions states (see abstract, 
and specification). 



Response to Arguments 
3. Applicant's arguments in pages 7-11, filed on October 13, 2006, with respect to the 
rejection(s) of claim(s) 1-6, 13-14, 18-20, 25, and 27-28 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. Therefore, the rejection of claims 1-6, 13-14, 18-20, 25, and 27-28 has been 
withdrawn. However, the rejection of claims 7-12, 15-17, 21-24, and 26 have been fully 
consider and they are not persuasive. 

Re claims 7-12, 15-17, 21-24, and 26, the reference of Kumar et al clearly shows 
determining rotor position with one or more data sources and relationship between the 
determination and the speed rotation (see prior rejections) that meet the limitation found in the 
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claims. The first and second signal according to minimum or maximum speed is not importance 
since the claims only directed to determining rotor position. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-6, and 18-20 are allowed. 

5. Claims 13-14, 25, and 27-28 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
